W illiam Green Asked 


To Intervene; Burke

CLEVELAND, Dec. 23 — (A P )!

Then the dispatch urged Green 
to ask the union’s international 
president, Abe Spraddling of De­ 
troit, to order the men back to 
work — or send a representative 
to handle it. 
“ The union,” it said, “ is vio­ 
lating rules of its agreement with 
the transit board here in Cleve­ 
land, and is violating the rules 
and regulations of the constitu­ 
tion and by-laws of the C. F. of L. 
by going on strike. 
“ They have failed to live up to 
the arbitration clause they have 
in their agreement, and they 
have failed to take their dispute 
before the C. F. of L. to which 
they are affiliated to get a strike 
sanction.”

SAVANNAH, Ga„ Dec. 23—(A 
P) — A flaming Air Force B-50 
bomber crashed in a dreary river 
marsh last night, killing all 11 
airmen aboard and scattering and 
burying bodies and wreckage in 
the muck. 
The big bomber had just taken 
off from Chatham Air Force base 
here when it went down on the 
bank of a branch of the muddy 
Savannah river. The crash was 
only seven miles above the city. 
The scene of the crash, flames 
of which were visible for miles, 
is a wild, almost inaccessible salt 
marsh alongside one of the mud­ 
dy river’s three branches seven 
miles northwest of the city, and 
just inside the Georgia state line* 
Only a few rescue teams were 
able to reach the scene follow­ 
ing the crash, clocked by the 
nearby Hunter field civil aero­ 
nautics control tower at 9:17 p. m. 
The rescue teams said 
they 
were unable, at first, to identify 
the plane because the wreckage 
lay buried deeply in the spongy 
marsh mud. 
Col. Frederic E. Glantzberg, 
commanding officer at Chatham 
field, identified the plane as a 
B-50.

To believe this is o nly to ackno wledg e that 
the miracle which beg an nearly 2,000 y ears ag o 
w ith the birth o f the Christ-Child in Bethlehem 
Is universal and everlasting . 
It is o nly to ackno wledg e that as the miracle 
co ntinues to unfo ld it will spread its blessing 
o ver the who le wo rld—even to tho se who deny 
it. 
Christendo m’s wish it a Merry Christmas fo r 
every bo dy , every where, thro ug ho ut all the y ears 
to co me. 


How Long Is the Fuse? 


Investig atio n o f the latest attem pt to g et rid 
o f the Reuther bro thers seems likely to turn o n 
the leng th o f the burnt-o ut fuse attached to a 
carto n o f dy namite fo und in U. A. W. head­ 
quarters in Detro it Tuesday nig ht. Po lice will 
w ant to kno w exactly when the dy namite was 
suppo sed to explo de. That will reveal a g o o d 
deal abo ut the wo uld-be assassin’s intentio ns. 
In previo us attempts to injure the Reuther 
bro thers, there has been no do ubt o f intentio n. 
W alter Reuther has a maimed arm, fro m a sho t­ 
g un blast. Victo r Reuther has lo st the sig ht o f 
o ne ey e fro m a sho tg un blast. If they had been 
in the U. A. W. building and the dy namite had 
e xpl o de d Tuesday nig ht, it’s likely they and 
every bo dy else o n the premises wo uld have been 
killed o utrig ht. 
Detro it wo uld have been the 
scene o f a disaster. 
Who ever is behind the plo t either is a bung ler 
at murder, o r is do ing a wo rkmanlike jo b o f ter­ 
ro rizing the Reuthers with near-successful at­ 
tempts. The Detro it po lice do n’t kno w. They say 
they ’re baffled. But so meo ne kno ws. There is 
an explo sio n imminent in Detro it that may ro ck 
the city if the lo ng fuse leading up to it do esn’t 
fizzle o ut prematurely . 


The Middle Course 


In busy o ffices in Washing to n and elsewhere, 
experts are assembling y ear-end statistics to 
pro ve whatever it is they want to pro ve abo ut 
the y ear ahead. 
If they want to pro ve that the o utlo o k is o p­ 
timistic, they can find plenty o f justificatio n. Or 
if they prefer to pro ve that the o utlo o k is clo ud­ 
ed. there is no lack o f evidence. It is even po ssible 
to pro ve, with selected statistics, that the o ut­ 
lo o k is o ne o f unrelieved pessimism—if that seems 
desirable. 
The fact is, o f co urse, that what lies ahead 
will no t pro ve to be all beer and skittles, do ubts 
and fears, o r unrelieved disaster. 
It will be a 
m ixture o f all o f them in indeterminate pro po r­ 


tio ns. And the pro po rtio ns will be determined in 
mo st cases by human decisio ns, many o f them 
directly susceptible to variatio ns in human mo o ds. 
These variatio ns are infinitely co mplex, so 
much so that many fo recasters lately have beg un 
to believe psy cho lo g y is mo re im po rtant than 
statistical data in try ing to g uess what lies ahead. 
On the who le, peo ple will be as well o ff in any 
g iven perio d o f time as they are able to believe 
they will be. If they y ield to despair, they will 
have to co pe with depair. If they ado pt an atti­ 
tude o f o ptimism, they ’ll find plenty o f reaso ns 
to be o ptimistic. 
The middle co urse is o ften neg lected. Tho se 
who adjust themselves to it are able to take bo th 
g o o d and bad in their stride, witho ut being un­ 
balanced by either. They believe that human ex­ 
perience has pro ved that bo o m-and-bust extrem ­ 
ism is the ro o t o f many pro blems which co uld be 
averted by an attitude o f mo deratio n. They bear 
the rude blo ws o f adversity and the lo ve taps o f 
g o lden o ppo rtunity with the same equanimity . 
They refuse to be bo wled o ver in either directio n. 
To them whatever happens is bearable, be­ 
cause it already has happened; they save their 
energ y to influence as intellig ently as po ssible 
thing s which are in the pro cess o f happening . 
The best that can be ho ped fo r in this seaso n o f 
predictio ns fo r 19 50 is that the advo cates o f a 
middle co urse may prevail.
